One of the following requirements must be met: graduate of a four-year
accredited college or university with a bachelor's degree in social work,
psychology, counseling, family therapy, family living or other family-oriented
degree plus three years of full-time adoption experience; or, master’s degree in
social work, psychology, counseling, family therapy, family living or other family-
oriented program from an accredited four-year college or university plus one year
of full-time adoption experience.

Prior to certification, the applicant must prepare a written statement identifying
the proposed activities, duties and fees of the applicant as a certified adoption
investigator. No fewer than four actual cases or twenty percent of the individual’s
caseload is reviewed in the renewal process.

There are no continuing education requirements for license renewal.
